LONDON, Dec. 23. — (A’) — The 
French under General Giraud have 
driven the enemy back in a sharp 
engagement apparently in the 
Pont du Fahs area and have taken 
more prisoners and war material, 
African reports said tonight, and 
the Axis hinted a big battle was 
shaping up in the Tunisia corner. 


A headquarters spokesman said 
the French attacked a_ position 


held mostly by Italians near Pont | 
du Fahs, 30 miles south of Tunis. |

armored cars. 
Patrols Are Active. 

The spokesman and the official 
Allied communique reporting the 
French success over their former 
Axis overlords in Tunisia, directly 
contradicted a DNB, German news 
agency, report that a French 
squadron was annihilated in the 
fighting and 100 French dead were 
left on the field. 

Reports from the Allied head- 
quarters told of “vigorous” patrol 
activity on the British and Ameri- 
can sectors in Tunisia, with the 
enemy shelling some of the British 
First Army’s positions north and 
south of Medjez-el-Bab, a_ vital 
point 35°miles southwest of Tunis. 

Rommel! Still Running. 

Farther south on the French sec- 
tor, probably in the region of Kai- 
rouan, 70 miles south of Tunis, 
the French were said to be “in 
close contact with the enemy.” 

London sources declared that the 
patrol activity before the German 
positions guarding Bizerte and 
Tunis “apparently was on _ the 
sharpest seale since the Axis aban- 
doned jabs at the Allied Medjez- 
el-Bab positions a week ago.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(/)— 
American steel production next 
year will be nearly double the 


combined output of Axis nations, 
Donald M. Nelson predicted today. 


The WPB chairman estimated 
the steel production of Germany, 
Italy and Japan at 50,000,000 to 
55,000,000 ingot tons annually. 
This compares with present Ameri- 


can capacity of 89,000,000 tons, 
but Nelson said this country would 
produce 97,000,000 tons annually 
upon the completion, in mid-1943, 
of an cpansion program under 
Way. 

When the 8,100,000-ton monthly 
rate of ingot production is reached 
next year, Nelson reported, this 
country will produce monthly ap- 
proximately 5,780,000 tons of fin- 
ished products. 

“This has been no easy job,” 
he said. “When steel production 
is expanded, there must be new 
blast furnaces to make pig iron 
and new open-hearth and electric 
furnaces to convert pig iron to 
steel. These are gigantic projects 
that consume large quanties of 
time and materials, including 
steel.”

How Many Repeaters? 

There is one factor in the homicide picture, 
as released this week by the United States 
Census Bureau, and with particular reference 
to Georgia, which was not revealed. 


The statistics show Georgia had, in 1941, 
more homicides per thousand of population 
than any other state. The ratio in this state 
was 20.9 per 100,000 population. 

Atlanta’s Police Chief Hornsby attributes 
this undesirable homicidal prominence to the 
high mortality, by violence in the Negro popu- 
lation. “Our white homicide rate is low,” thé 
chief is quoted. 

It would be interesting to know, however, 
what proportion of such killings are perpe- 
trated by men or women, white or colored, who 
have previous criminal records. 


The pardoning and paroling of convicts 
serving in our state prison institutions has 
been a public scandal for at least two guber- 
natorial administrations. Law enforcement of- 
ficers have complained it is almost useless to 
secure convictions, even of habitual criminals, 
because the chances are they will soon be 
turned loose, by executive clemency, to again 
prey upon society. 

It has been by no means unusual for men, 
or women, convicted of murder to be given their 
freedom after serving only a few years of a life 
sentence. 

Murder, it is recognized, is a crime of im- 
pulse in most cases. Yet, once a murderer has 
yielded to that impulse, it is easier to yield a 
second time. 

It would be interesting, and possibly informa- 
tive, to know how many of those who killed 
another in 1941, had already worn the black 
mark of Cain upon their brow. 

Incidentally, the Census Bureau report had 
one redeeming feature from the Georgia view- 
point. Our homicide rate may be high, but 
few persons—only 17.3 per 100,000—commit sul- 
cide in this state. We may be hotblooded, in 
Georgia, but life is too pleasant here, under any 
circumstances, for many of us to be willing to 
exchange the Georgia scene, even for the 
golden streets of heaven.

back by Captain Eddie Rickenbacker from his visit to the Pacific 
battle areas. 

Returning to the country after an inspection of our fighting 

forces in the hell holes of New Guinea and 
Guadalcanal, the famous World War No. 1 ace 
was shocked to find: us moaning and groaning 
with retriminations over rationing. 

“I know,” he said, “that if those of us raising 
cries of objections to being rationed could visit 
the battlefields as I did, you would realize the 
utter shame and infamy of your position. | 
could not help but think that the old rubber 
in one tire was enough to make two or three 
of those rafts which saved our lives and which 
are saving the lives of our airmen every day. 

You can never approximate the sacrifices 
our men are making on the battlefronts.”’ 

Captain Rickenbacker, who himself had a 
close call with death on the mission, returned 
to the United States just as the crisis over 
rationing forced the resignation of Leon Hen- 
derson as price administrator. It must have 
been a shock to his consciousness to find the 

travail and turmoil that existed. 

It was not unlike a man lifting himself up from the grave to 
find his heirs battling over his estate. 

Somehow, if the lesson in Captain Rické#hbacker’s inspirational 
message could be brought home to the American people, perhaps 
we would all take our parts more seriously. The rumpus over 
rationing shows a genuine need for public awakening.

GAS AGAIN While it is my opinion that many of the bureaus 

of government and their impact on the public are 
driving us straight toward a victory by the worst elements of the 
Isolationist Republican group in 1944, I take a firm stand for OPA 
and its struggle with the gas problem. 

So, on this morning of Christmas Eve Day, 
I find myself forced to tell a gasoline story in- 
stead of a Christmas story. Really, though, 
a gasoline story is a Christmas story, because, 
if the men in Africa, and on our other fronts, 
don’t get gasoline there won't be any more 
Christmas celebrations that we could enjoy. 

I am impelled to write this because of some 
letters asking why the gasoline isn't shipped 
directly from Texas; a few more letters saying 
that 72 hours couldn't correct anything: and 
a few more letters criticizing Mrs. Roosevelt. 

Well, these attitudes are disturbing because 
they demonstrate how very little grasp a great 
many people have of the vastness of this war, 
and the global aspect of it. 

We may be sure that the real reason for the 
gasoline shortage was a combination of two 
facts—the demand from Africa had doubled: 
fuel shortage in the east had made it necessary 

to ship fuel instead of gasoline. This had been going on for days, 
not just on Saturday and Sunday of last week, and would have 
gone on without any trouble had not a run started on the supply 
of gas in the east. This meant trouble, as fuel oil, not gasoline, 
was coming in, and had been coming in for days. 

So, they had to act, and act quickly. 

There were some errors and there was some bungling. 


THE GAS STORY Now, the reason I say that very obviously 
the general public hasn’t any grasp of the 
vast area over which the war is being fought is this— 

“Why don't they ship directly from the Texas ports?” 

Most people think in terms of tankers. They picture a tanker 
pulling up at some dock, pumping its gas into storage tanks, and 
of gas being taken from there to where it is needed. 

Well, they do that, too. 

There aren’t many storage tanks. Not nearly enough to take 
care of the normal war demand. Now that the demand is doubled, 
they can’t even come close. 

But, if they had all the tanks needed, that still wouldn't be 
enough. 

This is my gas story— 

At different points in the United States, within the past several 
weeks, where railway space was to be had and where enough 
workers were on hand, men and women workers have been filling 
gasoline cans of the five and 10-gallon variety, Others have been 
filling drums of gas. 

At one place I know about there were 18,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline put into 10-gallon cans. At another place there were 
12,000,000 gallons put into five-gallon cans, 

Why that? 

For a very good reason. We are using every kind of ship we 
have to ship gas to Africa and to our other fronts. 

When those ships arrive the gas is unloaded, the cans and drums 
of oil are loaded in trucks and they are off for the front. Some 
of it is loaded into planes. They fly tons of it in those small cans. 

There isn't time to put it into tanks and then into cans and 
then into trucks and planes. 

The gas has got to move. 

It isn’t a question of majestic tankers steaming in. 

Speed is of the essence. 

It wasn't, of course, a 72-hour period. It had been going on 
for’ weeks. It was just that a run started and we got in a “tight” 
and had to protect the east until we could get that fuel oil in 
there. But Africa was the .big job. 

Your driving isn’t important. 


NOT SINCE JUNE The war seems slowed down now. But 
it is important to keep in mind the fact 
that not since last June have our enemies made any gains. 

Since that time Russia has taken the offensive. The Russian 
gains really are important. If they retake Rostov it will be really 
a major victory. 

It might even break the back of the German defense. 

In the Pacific we have chewed off a couple‘of very small bites 
out of the great area taken by Japan. 

But, at least, they are not gaining any more. 

In Africa we achieved, by diplomacy and force of arms. a 
really great victory which is not yet at its peak. It may require 
months to take Tunisia. If so, Germany may move into Spain. 

Much depends on how much damage we can do to Rommel! and 
how much equipment there will be for his forces when they reach 
Tunisia. 

Meanwhile, we are bombing the docks and cities and keeping 
up a watch on Axis lines in the’ Mediterranean. 

It may be the war has turned. One never knows about those 
things until the war is done. 

It would appear we have not begun to win the war But at 
least we have stopped losing it and have begun to fight back and 
make some progress on the road back. 

If you are really interested in all this, your driving is utterly 
and completely unimportant. 


To Draft Only the Finest Is to 
Reward the Low-Grade and Unfit

English writers and speakers often refer to “the lost generation” 
sacrificed in the other war. They don’t mean to imply that all of 
one generation was lost, for while millions of young men were 
slaughtered, other millions came home unhurt. They refer to a 
generation of England’s finest. 

Only gentlemen were officers in that wa:. They were products 
of the so-called public schools, which are really the most exclusive 
in the world, where they learned to be proud of their courage and 
fortitude and their ability to endure hardship. They attended one 
of the great universities, whose educational standards are much 
higher than most of ours. 

With generations of breeding and culture behind them, they 
were the pick and the cream of a nation—the class that made Eng- 
land great—and the nation depended upon them for leadership in 
years to come. 

Yet they were deliberately wasted. The generals had a theory— 
perhaps a good one—that the underprivileged Cockneys of London 
and other sons of the poor would face gunfire more courageously 
if shown a gallant example. So the young officers, dressed in- uni- 
forms that revealed their rank a mile away, led the way in every 
advance, sauntering ahead with no weapon except a swagger stick. 
Their casualty rate was almost 100 per cent until the policy was 
changed. 

Now we have adopted a similar plan, but for a different reason. 
Our policy is to give the Army the best of everything, regardless of 
cost, and this includes human material as well as uniforms and food. 

In northern cities and all over the south, the pool rooms and 
other loafing places seem to have their usual quota of idle young 
men, white ang colored. And every community has a number of 
young fellows who have been exempted without apparent reason. 

Some, of course, have been deferred for good reason, but there 
are hundreds of thousands who are exempt because of their criminal 
record or because they lack education or because of venereal disease. 

Can’t the diseased be treated as well in the Army, where most 
of the doctors are, as anywhere else? Can’t the lawbreakers stop 
a bullet as well as anybody? Can’t the illiterate learn to shoot if 
they can earn a living? 

Casualties will grow heavier every month. Why sacrifice the 
educated and fine and fit and save the others for seed?

Says Government Will

Movie Industry. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(4)—~ 
Elmer Davis, the director of the 
Office of War Information, reas- 
sured the moving picture indus- 
try today that it is not in ‘or a 
period of government censorship. 


At a press conference, which 
touched upon a number of -ddli- 
tional subjects, Davis said that 
talk of such censorship. started 
with a request that scenarios and 
screen treatments be submitted in 
advance to OW. The turpose 
was the formulation of sugges- 
tions for changes in the interest 
of the war effort. But Hollywood 
was alarmed. 

“Hollywood is a very excitable 
place,” Davis said in explanation, 
“and they’re quite imaginative out 
there.” 

Otherwise, he saw as a “very 
encouraging sign” the recent joint 
Spanish and Portuguese declara- 
tion of peace and solidartty. He 
called it a “sincere statement of 
Spain’s intention to remain neu- 
tral” which “should exercise a 
stabilizing effect at that end of 
the Mediterranean.” 

Davis saw no merit in a pro- 
posal that in view of shortages 
the amount\of advertising be cur- 
tailed and the press be given a 
government subsidy to compen- 
sate for its reduced income. 

“The whole idea of the press in 
(this country is that it operates 
free from government subsidy.” 
Davis said. “This is what gives 
strength and freedom to ‘he 
American press.”

Learn 

To Humor

Limitations

Most of you know your limita- 
tions. But you don’t take them 
into account. If you have a tricky 
back or temperamental sinus, you 
don’t let a little thing like that 
stop you from moving the piano 
or swimming under water. 

So you spend days and days re- 
cuperating. Wouldn’t it be better 
to recognize your weaknesses? 
What if there is something wrong 
with your back? You have plenty 
of company, Just don’t lift any- 
thing heavy. Whenever You have 
any lifting to do, leave your back 
muscles out of it. 

You should even be careful 
about your exercise. Avoid all 
vigorous twisting and forward 
bending. That doesn’t mean you 
can’t exercise—you can keep just 
as slim and fit by stretching. Here 
is a stretch-bend that couldn’t pos- 
sibly do any damage. 

Stand with back to wall, feet 
several inches out, and flatten the 
back against the wall. Now, pull 
up and in with the lower abdom- 
inal muscles and press the small 
of the back against the wall. 
Stretch arms overhead on wall, 
hands clasped, and pull your mid- 
section apart. Then slowly, with- 
out letting arms or back come off 
wall, bend acutely sideward. 
Straighten up, relax, and bend to 
other side. 

In that side-bend, you keep your 
entire body in line. You get plen- 
ty of exercise for your midriff 
muscles without twisting or bend- 
ing at the waist, 

If your sinus kicks up but you 
love to swim, suit your stroke to 
your sinus. Don’t do the Austra- 
lian crawl in a chlorinated pool, 
or go out for medals in diving. 
Learn to keep your nose out of 
the water. The back stroke is a 
good one for you. This is a cham- 
pion’s form of swimming and ex- 
cellent for your figure. 

In case you are susceptible to 
cold, you should avoid over-doing. 
It is when you are worn out and 
your resistance is at low ebb that 
you catch colds. Build yourself 
up with plenty of rest and a well- 
balanced diet supplemented with 
a vitamin A and D concentrate. 

It may be that your nervous 
system is too highly speeded: up 
and you are feeling the tension 
of the times. Give yourself a 
break. You don’t have to listen 
to the late news over the radio, or 
take coffee at noon (by the way, 
the rationing should help you 
there!), or take stimulants of any 
kind. You don’t need them. What 
you need is to slow down. If you 


‘don’t, you might have to take a 


long rest cure. So use your com- 
mon sense and go to bed an hour 
before you expect to sleep. If you 
want a radio program, dial to 
soothing music. Spend eight to 
nine hours in bed, and get up in 
time for a leisurely breakfast. 
Then, all day long, keep in second 
gear. You can get just as much 
done without nervous strain.
